any part of the country, although there 
have been disorders at various points. 
The lord mayor of Liverpool reports he 
Is loyally supported Iiy magistrate*, or- 
llcials and large numbers of citizens. 
Three thousand special constables have 
been sworn In at Liverpool." 


Attempts At Wrecking. 


Disorders mentioned by Home Sec- 


retary Churchill were chiefly conflict* 
between strikers and police in north- 
ern towns. Violent attempts to dam- 


age the railroads were isolated.

some instances the rail.s were torn up, 
telegraph wires cut and signal boards 
werew recked.

The office .of W. F. Ray. the master 


mechanic of the

shops here at" Fort Wayne, hail 
entered by burglars during the early 
morning hours and 
the iron-bound 


chest left there the night before by 
the paymaster, J. E. Carpenter, forced 
open and robbed of over $11,000 in 
cash, the money being intended for the 
payment of the employes of the com- 
pany at this point for wages during 
the last month. 


The paymaster, Mr. Carpenter, had 


arrived here late the night before from 
Toledo, his headquarter offices, and. 
as was his custom, bringing with him 
the money in the locked chest, -which 
he left at the master mechanic's offic.--. 
in charge of the telegraph operator. 
John Duret, the company's night man. 
then on duty, while he went to the 
hotel, near the depot 
on 
Calhoun 


_ street, to get a few ho'urs' sleep. 


It was a part of the duties of Mr. 


Duret. the operator, to sell tiokets at 
'the Wabash depot for,-the early morn- 
ing: train, and locking the office when 
the time came for Its arrival, he left 
on this mission, not Being absent over 
an hour. 


On his return the money chest was 


.still there,' locked and apparently un- 
disturbed. It was not until Paymaster 
Carpenter arrived, an hour or »o later, 
that -the robbery was discovered. He 
unlocked the chest and 
found 
it 


empty. Every dollar was gone—$11,- 
000 in a small tin box and about $200 
In ehanire, which was In a bag. 


Who W»r» the Robbers? 


" Where had the money gone? 
Who 


•were the robber*, nnd how had they 
'gained entrance to "the office and the 
money chest? These were the puzzling 
questions that confronted the paymas- 
.ter and the operator. Mr. Carpenter 
•being confident that the operator was 
in no way connected with the robbery. 


Evidently the burglar, or burglars, 


had secured entrance to 
the 
office 


through a. side window, and, evidently, 
xthey had In their possession a key with 
which the money box wa« unlocked. 
And. as was also evident they were 
men who were In a position to know 
pretty well the movments that night 
and early morning of the company 
paymaster and the operator. 
' The Intelligence of the jobbery was 
telegraphed to the company's general 
superintendent. George H. Burrowes, 
at Toledo, and he arrived In this city 
OB a special train within a few hours 
afterward, when a consultation with 
Paymaster Carpenter and the local of- 
ficials, Master Mechanic Ray, Chief 
Clerk O. J. WUtoon and Operator 
Duret was held.

his employ was a man nsmsd Gustavus 
Frederick, who did the work In the 
repairing and painting of this moeey 
bos.

AN UNIQUE CASE. 


Paul Graynor, 
thirty-seven 
years 


of age, who is serving a forty-year 
term in the state penitentiary I'or'mur- 
der. refused a pardon, declaring ho 
can do more good in prison than out 
of it, and thai he purposes finishing 
the twenty-live remaning' years of his 
sentence. Sixteen years ago Graynor 
quarreled with a woman, whom he 
shot to death. He made, a hard fight 
in court, but on his second trial wa.s 
sentenced to serve forty years. .The 
first verdict carried the death pen- 
alty. At least fifteen men who served 
in the penitentiary 
were converted 


through the efforts of the young con- 
vict and are now leading upright lives. 
He taught stenography to sjx of them 
in prison and four hold responsible 
positions, two of them 
being 
court 


stenographers in large cities. Twenty- 
live other convicts now serving in tho 
penitentiary have been converted, and 
many of these are studying 
in 
the 


classes Graynor organized, in which 
he 
(caches 
reading. 
bookkeeping, 


arithmetic, stenography and Spanish. 
Friends succeeded in getting the gov- 
ernor's consent to pardon Graynor. hut 
he positively refused. 
He sent word 


to the, governor that he was worth 
nothing' to Ibe world outside of prison, 
hut could do much good for his fellow 
convicts.— Lutheran Observer.

Tlie siege of Jerusalem began in the 


year 13. C. 588,when Nebuchadnezzar, 
the great kins of Babylon, brought his 
army and surrounded the city, deter- 
mined to capture it. 
Huge battering 


ranis to demolish the walls, and lire- 
brands thrown over the walls lo set 
tire to the city, were the principal im- 
plements of warfare used by Ncbu- 
chadnezar's army, while the men of 
Jerusalem 
defended 
their 
city by 


mounting catapults for throwing head- 
stones down upon the besiegers, and 
made valiant use of bows and arrows. 
Nebuchadnezzar also employed 
such 


"sharpshooters." The men of .Jerusa- 
lem pulled down many of their homes 
that they might have material to re- 
inforce the walls in places where the 
rams were battering. The gates of the 
city were closed, so there was no pos- 
sibility of getting food from the coun- 
try round about. The siege continued 
eighteen months, and then there was 
no bread left in the city and starva- 
tion came as Nebuchadnezzar's ally. 
The brave defenders became 
weak, 


and the Chaldeans broke into the city 
on the north. 


Then King Nebuchadnezzar and his 


officers lieiri a council of war. 
and 


King Zedekiah took that time to get 
out of Jerusalem with his princes and 
his army. They sneaked out by night 
through a secret gate, but they had 
not gone far when they were overtaken 
by King Nebuchadnezzar's army and 
made prisoners. Cruel was the fate of 
King Zedekiah: while he was looking 
on. they put out his son's eyes, and 
then they put-out Zedekiah's eyes, and 
hound him with heavy 
chains, and 


took him to their far-away 
city of 


Babylon. 
They also brought away all 


of the people of Jerusalem—the good 
prophet Jeremiah with the rest; only 
the very old people and the lamo and 
sick were left behind. 
King Nebu- 


chadnezzar, wlipn the 
journey 
was 


partly made, at Ribhal. save Jeremiah 
his choice, whether he would bp re- 
cleasrd. nnd return free to Jerusalem, 
or go on lo Babylon. Jeremiah chose 
to go hack to Jerusalem. This offer 
was made to Jeremiah because he had 
many times told King Zedeklah and 
his people that they should not try to 
defend their city, but that they should 
yield to Nebuchadnezzar to save their 
lives, for God was no 
longer 
their 


helper because of their sins. 


What a sari-looking; place wns Jerii- 


K.ilcm when Jeremiah returned to it: 
The walls were broken down: God's 
beautiful 
temple 
was 
burned 
and 


stripped of all Its golden treasures by 
the soldiers of Nebuchadnezzar. 
The 


beautiful palaces of the princes were 
burned down, and the whole city was 
in ruins. 


Why God Disciplined Judah. 


For more than four hundred years 


God had been pleading through his 
prophets with the people of Judah to 
give up their idolatry, Sabbatli break- 
ing and drunkenness. He had placed 
a new covenant before them. He had 
even allowed some punishment to come 
upon them as a warning 
when, ten 


years before, King 
Nebuchadnezzar 


had fought against Jerusalem and car- 
ried away a large number o£ prisoners 
(possibly 10,000). But alas', they were 
too steeped in wrong-doing to be res- 
cued from its folly and the dire conse- 
quences. 


Sin a Boomerang. 


A boomerang is a weapon peculiar 


to the aboriginal people of Australia. 
It is a flat carved piece of wood, not 
over two feet in length, which when 
thrown by a practiced hand flies in a 
curve and returns to the thrower. Sin 
is to be compared with a boomerang, 
because the sinner is bound to feel the 
evil consequences of his sinning, as did 
the 
people 
of 
Judaii, 
wdien 
they 


grasped the idea of worshiping idols 
instead of the true God; in the end it 
cut them off. from all they possessed. 
In 
Australia, 
we 
saw 
"boomerang 


whisky" advertised on large posters. 
Possibly it was a native drink, but 
certainly never was whisky more ap- 
propriately named, because those who 
indulge in strong drink arc sure to be 
injured by it. morally, physically, so- 
cially and eternally. All forms of sin 
have the boomerang quality. The liar I 
is sure to find himself involved in un- | 
comfortable conditions. 
The dishon- 


est person ioses his standing among 
his fellows, even if he does not come 
to prison, which he is likely lo do. 
Sin and suffering go together always! 


The Dcceitfulnefts of Sin. 


It is illustrated by the "tsetse fly." 


which produces the sleeping sickness, 
or lethargy, of Central Africa. Scien- 
tists have carefully studied the pro- 
cess, and they t»ll us that a spcciei- of 
flies called Glossina palpnlis is the in- 
strument of 
infection. 
These 
Hies 


feed on diseased animals in the jun- 
gles, and afterward they fly away and 
light upon human holngs 
and 
bite 


them; but very little Is usually thought 
of a fly bite. 
The bito of tho (setse 


fly, however, introduces a poison into 
the system 
which leads to the ob- 


struction of the blood vessels of the 
brain, so that the brain is no longer 
nourished, and the fatal sleeping sick- 
ness scnsues. which caused the death 
of more than ino.000 persons alone In 
Uganda, from 1901 to 1!104." 


The indifference oC sinners lo their 


lost condition is to be compared with 
the sleeping sickness./Those who are 
not aroused go down to eternal death. 
The church and the Sunday school are 
the agencies appointed 
to 
awaken 


those asleep in sin. who are 
cither 


dreaming" that they are all right, or 
that there is no punishment for sin. 


How full of meaning to all such is thi 
story of the downfall of Judah! 


No remedy has been found for thx 


fatal bite of the tsetse fly, but It is dif- 
ferent with those infected by sin, foi 
"God so loved the world that he gav< 
his only begotten Son, that whosoever, 
believeth in him should not perish, hul \ 
have everlasting life"—John 3:16.

We should not today be study- 
ing about the downfall of Jerusalem, 
and the sorrowful song of the captives 
in Babylon.

about them for the last few weeks! 
Only once in a while, when they had a 
good king like llezekiah and Joslah,

gestion—that is, the mind has to be 
fed on very light diet, or it can't di- 
gest it. 


Now. -what ia to he done? First, the 


press should quit the commercial idea, 
which idea is to till a demand, and 
adopt the Christian idea, which is to 
till a need, and print only the news 
that the world needs 
If an editor 


does not know what the world needs, 
he should close, up "shop." 


I would ask you to take any of our 


dailies and look over1 them for a, week, 
and cut out all the news that does 
your family no good to know, and see 
how much you have left. 


This is not intended as a fight 


against the daily press, but it is a 
plea for better intellectual food. There 
is more good going on in the world 
today than ever before. Why doesn't 
the reading public: demand that our 
papers stop serving up all the rotten- 
ness and filth of the land for us to 
oat, and give us some pure food? I 
think we need a pure intellectual food 
law. 
Kvery home needs a good relig- 


ious paper.—Laymen's Methodist Her- 
ald.

HOW TO PREVENT BALDNESS. 


Don't Worry and Don't Use th« Sham- 


poo Too Often. 


(Journal of the American Medical As- 


sociation.) 


The.re remains the form of alopecia 


prematura, in which the patient loses 
more or less of the hair lo which he 
has become accustomed, but in which 
this loss is not associated with the 
changes characteristic, of old age. 


Recalling the anatomy of the skin, 


it will be remembered that .the ,ha.ir 
grows from the hair follicle, at the 
bottom of which is the hair papilla, 
which 
is 
supplied 
with 
capillary 


blood vessels nnd nerves, and 
from 


which the new cells cu'c. 
developed 


which form the hair. These at llrst 
are soft, and later become hard and 
cohere so as to form the normal hair. 


Under abnormal conditions when the 


general nutrition of the body is im- 
paired, and when in particular as an 
incident of this general impairment of 
nutrition the nutrition of 
the 
hair 


papillae is disturbed, these new cells 
do not undergo their normaf develop- 
ment, but, remaining soft, the 
hair 


drops out. 
If the impairment of nu- 


trition is >not permanent, a new hair 
will form. If, however, the impairment 
of nutrition continues, the opening nf 
the follicle may finally he closed up, 
and then no further development of 
hair from that, follicle will take place. 


Various causes may give rise to this 


interference with development; vari- 
ous infectious diseases may 
do so. 


Various forms of mental and nervous 
disturbance, such as shock or worry, 
may also interfere with the develop- 
ment of the hair. 


The causes which have been enu- 


merated are general causes. 
There 


are, furthermore, a series of causes 
which are local in the.ir action. Among 
these may be mentioned, us the most 
prominent cause, the occurrence of 
dandruff, which in most cases is due 
to a cutaneous disease variously des- 
ignated as eczema se.borrhoicum i\* 
dermatitis se.borrhoiea. There is even 
now some difference of opinion as to 
the ultimate cause of this seborrhelc 
condition of the scalp, some attributing 
It to a 
macroscopic organism, 
nnrl 


others denying that such a cause has 
been determined. It must he admitted 
that very many cases of dandruff arc 
seen in which apparently there is no 
special tendency to falling of the hair, 
but, 
on the other hand, It 
will be 


found that a, very large proportion of 
patients who are losing their hair in 
this premature way are suffering from 
some form of dandruff, generally the. 
sohorrheic. form. 


It: is apparently little considered by 


the average individual that thb hair 
should receive as particular care as do 
the teeth and nails. To be sure, it is 
the custom of most people, to 
comb 


their hair, hut this is generally done 
for the cosmetic rather than for hy- 
gienic effect. 
Ry improper care of 


the hnir great harm may be done, and 
conversely, people who desire to pre- 


serve their hair in good 
condition 


should take pains to encourage 
its 


healthy, growth. 


Many people overdo the matter of 


making applications to the scalp ap- 
plying strong alcoholic preparations 
or other so-called tonics too frequent- 
ly. 
Others, with an excess of pains, 


bathe it too frequently, especially with 
cold water, as Is the case with peoplij 
who take a daily cold shower bath. 
Otjjcrs indulge too frequently in the 
luxury of a shampoo. 


While, occasional washing of the hair 


Is beneficial, too frequent application 
of water to tho hair does harm 
hy. 


withdrawing the natural oil from the 
hair and scalp. 
The best authorities 


advise shampooing the scalp not mor« 
frequently than once a week, and not 
less frequently than once 
a 
month, 


probably nothing better'-can he used ' 
on these occasions than Castile soap 
and warm water.

the wind and dust. 


With women, the case is somewhat •. 


different, but they have their special 
unhygienic practices which must be 
mentioned and condemned,..especially 
the curling of the hair by winding it 
about hot curling Irons, or doing it tip 
in curl papers ovef night. 


In women, iC the hair is found to 


he cracking at the ends and becoming 
thin and unhealthy, the ends should 
be cut off. Most men habitually have , ' 
their hair cut' frequently. 
Whethor- 


this is of advantage or a mistake is 
not so easily decided. There arc good 
arguments on both sides.

e wingless cruuture, the largest and 


most formidable bird that ever trod 


earth.

seven to twelve feet in height, pos- 
sessing massive and powerful limbs. 
This great bird surpassed the ostricn. 
the king of all modern birds, both in 
size and herculean strength, though it

The epyornis egg is six times larg- 


er than that of the ostrich, having a 
capacity of two gallons, or the capac- 
ity of 150 hen eggs.

THE MARTYRDOM OF THE L O S T PATROL

N all the matchless narratives of hero- 
ism, Buffering and gaunt privation un- 
dergone by man at the call of duty, none 


could be found to shadow the deeds of those 
great) lion hearted men, the Canadian Mounted 
Police, about -whom this tale is told—who con- 
secrated their lives to their iron law.

IGHTING for seven flays against an alliance of 
three invincible enemies—cold, hunger and ex- 
haustion—roar men perished last February In 
the dreary wilderness or scrub and snow that 
stretches across Albert Province between Fort 


Mncphcrson anil Dawsou City. Tlie world read about 


''the lost patrol of the Canadian mounted police—read 


ind forgot, as is its way—but the idea for which four 
Itanch, iron nerved men gave their lives will be per- 


Fitzserakl's diary, which was accurately kept until 
probably the day before Ills death, the long portage 
was successfully negotiated. A few miles south of 
the portage a large tributary joins the Peel Hirer, and 
up this lies the road to Dawson City. Countless little 
creeks, veins and arteries of the forest form a tan- 
gled network to confuse the traveller, and even if the 
proper trail is located at the mouth of the Wind River 
the country traversed is s.terile, cruel, shunned even 
by nature. The Indians, deeming it abounding in evil 
spirts, avoid it as they would a-plague- Such arc the 
conditions which would have been faced by the pa- 
trol in the most favorable of circumstances. 


Until they reached the Wind River, on January 10, 


the men endured only the ordinary hardships of forest 
life. Then began the search for the Heart Wind Di- 
vide,-the short trail into Dawson City. There Carter 
seemingly became bewildered. Search as tbcy would, 
they could not strike the trail. 


Men less stanch would have turned back iminedi- 


JOly. Men of courage would have deemed it folly to 
attempt a blind search in a mystic maze of snow 
decked hills. But Fitzgerald anil his three compan- 
ions were carrying the mail, the British mail. It was 
a matter of honor—not alone the honor of the men 
themselves but that of the great Dominion. 


The law of the Mounted Police is tradition, but it Is 


Ironclad, stronger than any tersely worded regula- 
tions. 
Behind lay safety, but ahead lay duty, merci- 


less, inexorable. 
So for seven days tac men wan- 


dered about through the hills looking Tor the lost trail. 


starvation until they could not drag the sledges. Un- 
wisely the men devoured the livers, and that night al! 
were frightfully ill. To multiply their discomfiture 
tbe dogs were so emaciated that it became a necessity 
to utilize the livers in order to make them last until 
they should reach Fort Maopbcrson. 


The trackless snow made going heavy. 
With the temperature from 35 to 05 below zero tue 


cold bit cruelly into the poorly nourished bodies, and 
the men dragged painfully on their way. Illness 
weakened them and dragged at tbelr heels like a 
nightmare. A growing horror of the foodless, merci- 
less forest must have goaded them 1o superhuman 
efforts, but bone and muscle aud sheer nerve cannot do 
beyond their limit. 


Three long days, that seemed but a single horrid 


dream, the patrol fought theic way through never cud- 
ing stretches of scrub oak and scraggy, monotonous, 
stunted timber, and they knew day and night that 
death hovered over them, wings spread, ready to 
swoop upon them. 


The mail was \careftilly packed on one of the 


sledges. It was being taken back, but not until every 
resource had been .tried and failed, and there was not 
the. vestige of a possibility that the men could beat 
through to Dawsou City. 
Until almost their last 


pound of food was gone they bad striven and sought 
for the lost trail. 


Judging from the diaries, Carter wandered here 


and there, completely lost in the tangle of streams 
and the monotony of woods. Hour by hour he became 
more worried, hopeless, confused, until, as Fitzgerald 
put it. he seemed dazed, only partly conscious. Taylor 
suffered most, at least he showed It most. The diet of 
dog flesh sickened him and caused physical pain. 


seven in the morning. 
Until noon they dragged 


through, endless wastes of snow. 
It must have 


seemed as though they hiid.travelled miles upon miles. 
The going was heavy, and the effort to put one foot 
before the other required every effort of the men. At 
noon, utterly worn out, they rested in the snow for au 
hour. 


A little camp kuown as Waugh's tent was but a 


few miles away, and in hope of finding food there the 
men did not kill one of tue remaining ten dogs. 


Coveted Cache Empty. 


All morning long, through the heavy, almost oblit- 


erated trail, they dreamed of Waugh's tent nud of 
food t-bat would ID all probability have been bidden by 
the last party stopping there. The idea of a good meal, 
food that wou!d to them be Insurious, cheered the 
men and helped them In their weary battle. Ite- 
freshed In a manner after the rest at noon, they tooii: 
the trail and pushed on for Waugh's tent. They trav- 
elled faster now, yearning and groaning Inwardly for 
the anticipated refreshment. 
At two o'clock the yel- 


lowed canvas of the tent showed between the warped 
branchs of the scrub 'trees, and with a last despairing 
effort the men goaded themselves into baste. At the 
tent they searched furiously for food, but none was 
found. The cache likewise was empty, and the little 
band mentally staggered under this fresh blow. 


The hope which had buoyed them over eleven miles 


four days later than Fitzgerald's last entry. What 
the men did in the interim is a mystery. They wust 
have wandered bewildered possibly day and night, not 
knowing where they were or which way to torn. 


The last pages of Taylor's diary, written <w »craps 


of paper in which salt had been kept, tell of the awful 
sufferings he endured and how it was that he was 
driven and bounded into taking his own life. He 
wrote:— 


"February S. 
Forgive me. little Queen. • • •

It will never be known with certainty whether Flte- 


genild and Carter bunked with their friends on that 
last night or not. 
KInuey and Taylor, who were found 


dead in the same place, were stretched oat with two 
sleeping bags under them and above them. Ktnney 
is" supposed to have died first, killed by starvation, 
suffering and poisoning from the dog liver. His feet 
bad been terribly frozen, and the akin, livid and dis- 
eased, was peeling from his body. 


Taylor could stand it no longer. Agonies he most 


have suffered that last terrible night. Men like him 
do not snuff out their own lives Impulsively. It must 
have been a matter of pride with him, as It was with 
the others, to exhaust every ounce of energy before 
turning back. But the suffering and the Ulnisag proved 
too strong for him. Frenzied, he placed the nraszle

CONSTABLE TAYLOR 


Ou January 20, the third day of the return tramp, 


the last of the bscon and flour was eutcn, and the 
men, with dog flesh alone to depend upon for sub- 
sistence, realized, with awful fulness, the terrible 
circumstances they were facing.' The race against 
death bad begun in earnest. Almost three weeks to 
go under the most adverse physical conditions and 
not .1 scrap of proper food. 


And still Fitzgerald, in commnnd of the patrol, kept 


his diary, neatly, fully, concisely. Scarcely a word 
of the terrible conditions under which they wore strug- 
gling appears. The fact that the men were ill from 
eating dog liver was stated simply, coldly, with not a 
word of complaint. 


Slowly, relentlessly, the diet of dog meat sapped 


the health and power of the men. Their faces swelled, 
the skin broke into Irritating rashes, dried and peeled. 
Taylor seeiued to bo affected the worst. He could 
scarcely trudge 'through the snow. He shivered con- 
Jinunlly and none of the men seemed able to resist 
tho awful cold. Just when they succumbed is not 
kuown. 


Fitzgerald's diary was kept until February ">, the 


last camp before the one where the bodies of Taylor 
and Klnney were found. How the death of those two 
comrades affected the survivors is a matter of con- 
jecture, but it must have been a sc.d blow to them. 
Taylor, it Is presumed, took his own life, goaded to 
the action by bis untold sufferings. It must have cast 
a spirit of gloom over Fitzgerald and Carter that did 
much to take the heart and hope out of their plucky 
fight.

cannot be told exactly when tbe last two of the party 
died, but it is certain that-even when hope had been 
crashed out of them at the end of that last awful day, 
when the goal of all their efforts seemed so near at 
hand, and when thoughts of warmth and comfort and 
plenty must have tantalized them, they fought on and 
on with their last breath of strength. 


Not even a dog was left for food. They had chewed 


the nauseating wrappers of the sleds and sapped from 
these what little nourishment bad sustained them. 
They had fought their bitter nght right through to th« 
cruel finish, as is the custom of the Mounted Police, 
and they had not won, but they had done their duty a» 
they saw it. They were courageous men and true to 
their ideals to he very last, and they helped to frlp 
the power of the Canadian police on the great po- 
miuion. 


Side by side they lay down to sleep that last cold, 


relentless night, and neither went a step further. 
Twenty-five short miles were between them and Fort

R. HICHARD T. WILSON, Jr., president of. 
the Saratoga Racing Association, said at a 
dinner given to turfmen and turf writers at 
Saratoga In August of 1909 that the public 
had no conception of the large sums of money- 


paid out by the Jockey Club in running down all ru- 
mors affecting the integrity of those who made the 
turf a source of livelihood. A year before that Mr. 
August Belmont had said the same thing. 


Among those who were at the dinner at Saratoga 


were sereral well known officials who for years had 
stood between the racing public and the horsemen. 
trainers and jockeys, and who knew that both Mr. 
Wilson and Mr. Belmont were conservative in their 
declarations concerning the honesty, as .a -whole, of 
racing. They were aware that in the heat of passion 
m»ny intemperate remarks were made by racegoers 
who within a day changed their attitudes completely 
md were ready. If fair minded men, to acknowledge 
Ihe injustice of their criticisms. 


As evidence of the honesty of racing as a whole, it 


is declared that the average of winning favorites 
throughout the United Slates when the sport was at 
Us high tide of prosperity n few years ago, in winter 
and in summer, over muddy tracks for weeks at a 
time and over tracks deep in fine dust, was forty -three 
per cent. Thus, nearly one in every two favorites won. 
It Is n matter of record that the turf colum.. of the 
newspapers three summers ago. in which was given 
each day what was considered the most certain winner 
of the dny. showed n percentage of seventy. 


A New York newspaper publishes every day when 


there Is racing at some well known track a consensus, 
which repents tho opinions of from eight to fourteen 
different mon. who make close study of racing, with 
the result that they usually pick three winners a day, 
and there are numerous persons who mnke it a rule 
to bet on the consensus, evidently with prolir, for this 
they continue year after year. 


Methods of Management. 


These are some of the evidences of the honesty of 


racing as a whole. 
It is interesting to review the 


methods in vogue at the various — "<• courses whcre- 
. by. this standard of high grade sport is maintained. 
Just at present, because of the eclipse which the sport 
has suffered in New York State, the turf in Canada is 
at its very best, largely because the most prominent 
owners iu the United States are now taking part. 
These are Messrs. Hildroth, Belmont, Wilson, Carman 
and Schorr, whose stables represent an investment of 
nearly half a million dollars. 


The best jockeys still left in the United States have 


been riding in Canada this year, and never before 
great a|,j to the sport. At least a score of jockeys 


were the citizens of Toronto, Montreal, Hamilton, 
Buffalo and Detroit treated to such high class per- 
formances as arc daily seen in the course of the sea- 
SOD. At Toronto and Montreal the stewards are prac- 
tically the same— Messrs. William Hendrie, Colin 
Campbell and Bart McLennon— while Messrs. Clyde 
and Vosburgh acted in co-operation at the first named 
place. At Hamilton the chief steward is Joseph A. 
Murphy, who is aided by one or more members of the 
Board of Directors. At For Erie the chief steward is 
Francis Nelson, assisted by Horace Lercn and E. W. 
Maginn. At [Windsor the stewards are Charles F. 
Price and Francis Nelson, aided very materially by 
George Hendrie when Investigations are in order. Mr. 
Kelson is associate judge also at Toronto, Montreal 
and Hamilton, besides being both judge and steward 
at Fort Eric and Windsor. 


In addition to his equipment for these positions, the 


result of a quarter of a century's close acquaintance 
with the turf, Mr. Nelson is an executive officer of all 
the governing bodies which control the varied sports 
of Canada — la crosse, football, rowing and general 
athletics. He is nn old oarsman himself, dating back 
to the days nf the Argonauts. Either as judge or stew- 
ard, or as both, therefore, all the horse racing which 
goes on in Canada at tho first class .Tockey Club courses 
comes under Mr. Nelson's observation. In his ,-a- 
pncity as steward he in 1910 took part, with Mr. Price 
and Mr. Hendrio, in a clean sweep of various Mo- 
ments which, according to report, hnd dominated the 
sport to their own personal advantage, and which have 
now been completely e'.iminntod. George Hendrie Is 
a man of strong convictions, and no dishonest man can 
expect mercy from him if he is caught red handed. 
Charles F. Prico has hnd ninny years' experience not 
only in Canada and Kentucky, but also in California, 
where he was presiding judge for years. He spent 
last winter in the same capacity at Juarez, Mexico. 


Noted Jockeys Disciplined. 


All the racing in Canada at the five trncks named is

Close Scrutiny by Stewards. 


The first thing done by the stewards in Canada or 


in any {Western city where racing goes on is to look 
over the list of jockeys engaged to ride each day. 
Under the rules all the engagements of a jockey each 
day must be made known to the clerk of the scales by 
one o'clock. The stewards scan the "sonic book," in 
which the clerk of the scales marks down the names 
of the horses to run, weights they are to carry, tin: 
various equipments a jockey has with him, such a< 
blinkers, if to be used on the horse, a whip, spurs. 
load pad and overweight, If any. 


One of the rules enforced at those associations i» 


that the use o£ blinkers, spurs and whip must be con- 
sistent. It sometimes seems us if the wearing of 
blinkers causes a horse to run his true race. When 
after several efforts it: is apparent to the trainer that 
his horse is not showing his best, a request is made 
to the stewards tn put blinkers on him, mid it is gen- 
erally permitted, but once used it is expected thnt the 
horse will use thorn thereafter, nnd this is usually Iho. 
enso unless it. is .scon that, the apparatus causes tho 
horse to act badly at. the harrier. Thou, if the trainer 
desires to discontinue it, this is agreed to.

Captain James H. Rees, of Memphis, was 
judge for years at his home city and at New Orleans, 
Chicago and California. Captain Rees retired at.the 
solicitation of his wife, to avoid the harassing work 
of tho position. He often received threatening letters 
from ruled off persons. 


R. 0. Rankin was steward for years at New Orleans, 


and was succeeded by Frank J. Bryan, who was also 
for one year at Hawthorne.

Interesting bulletin on' the relative 
value of meat, milk and other foods. 
Bhowx bow th* cheaper cuts of meat 
may be made very palatable. If the 
principles underlaying tho cooking are 
understood and applied. 
• 


The fireless cooker offers an easy 


and cheap solution to some of the 
problems in cooking tough meat, as 
a temperature below the boiling point 
can 'be maintained for a long time, 
•without the use of fuel. 


•The1 methods of cooking meat, by 


the. application of moist heat, are 
ctewing, braising, and steaming. The 
meat should first be well browned, and 
in.stewing, it Is cut into smaller pieces 
and .served with the brooth, or gravy, 
so that none of the flavor and nutri- 
tive'material will be lost. 


In braising, the meat is placed In a 


covered pan In .the oven, and steamed 
In its own Juice. A pot-roast is sim- 
ilar, except that It is cooked in a ket- 
tle ' on top of the stove; a small 
amount of -water is added In bott 
cases, and the meat should be brownec 
in smoking fat, before the water is 
added. 


The temperature, after the brown- 


Ing is finished, must be low; and un- 
less the broth is served with meat 
much of its value will be lost, as the 
extractives, mineral matter, and some

No farm crop ii attracting more 
Mention than the eoy bean. 
The 


high price of all grain and concen- 
trate! has caused many farmers to 
xperlment with new crops that will 
assist in cutting down the prohibitive 
eed bill. 


The soy bean Is a nitrogen gather- 


ng crop and it possesses a. strong and 
enetrating root system that carries 


many large nodules (after the soil be- 
omes inoculated with the 
proper 


bacteria.) It yields a heavy crop of 
beans that analyze higher as animal 
'ood than linseed oil meal. As a farm 
crop it should be grown as a catch 
crop rather than as a rotation crop. 
On many fields where clover has failed 
o secure a stand it turns apparent 
failure into success. 


•The preparation of the seed hed 


should be about the same as the corn 
crop and the planting done as soon 
as the ground becomes thoroughly 
warmed. In a Northern latitude it 
is best to delay planting until after 
the middle of May and it may safely 
be delayed until the middle of June 


An ordinary grain 
111 may be usec 


for planting by stopping up all but 
three teeth so that tho rows will be 
28 Inches apart. With all hose dril 
we use the middle hose and the' two 
next to the outside so . that we can | 
follow the wheel when driving back 
across tho field. If the ground is 
reasonably well supplied with mois- 
ture. I prefer to plant the seed about 
one inch deep. 


The crop may be cultivated with an 


ordinary one-horse cultivator although 
some people prefer to narrow their 
two-horse corn cultivator and use two 
horse. Give the crop, shallow culti- 
vation and do not ridge up the rows. 
The field will afford luxuriant grazing 
as soon as the pods are set. 


Hogs will thrive best on a soy bean 


field, although many claim excellent 
results from using it for sheep pas- 
ture.

dltions for the plant. 


Hops require rich alluvial soils, or 


deep sandy or gravelly loams. 
The 


best method of growing hop vines is 
from root-cuttings. Sometimes these 
cuttings are propagated in nurseries 
and set out when a year old. The 
price of the roots ranges from SI. 00 
to $10.00 per thousand, according to 
the yield of the crop.

NUTRITIVE SUBSTANCE IN HAY 


By Hi B. McClUre. 


The nutritive substances in hay or 


feed may b« divided into two classes— 
flesh formers and fuel or energy pro- 
ducing substances. 
When the proper 


amount of these two classes of sub- 
stances Is fed the ration is said to 
be balanced. 
If an unbalanced ration 


Is fed, as one contalnlns more fuel or 
energy producing substances than are 
needed and less flesh-forming mater- 
ial, th* ration is partially wasted, and 
such unwise feeding will not bring as 
good results as the feeding of the same 
amount of a balanced ration.. Each 
class of substances has different of- 
fices to perform in the the body. If 
not enough flesh-forming substance Is 
fed, 
the body suffers, because It is 


absolutely necessary to keep the body 
in 
good 
condition. Thousands 
of 


horses are fed all they can eat, yet 
Ere poorly nourished because the food 
contains little except fuel substances. 


The flesh-forming substances are 


used to replace the waste that goes on 
in all living tissue. Energy-produc- 
ing substances are used to furnish the 
energy required for" the nervous and 
muscular activities of the body, and 
when fed in excess they may to a cer- 
tain extent be stored up in the form 
of;fit for use later, when needed for 
either energy or heat 


One of the most important sub- 


stances in any fqpdstuft is protein. 
AlV nutritive substances which con- 
tain nitrogen are classed under the 
general term of protein. 
Protein is 


composed of nitrogen, carbon, hydro- 
gen; oiygen, sulphur, and phosphorus.

Protein Is the substance which builds 
up the body. -The muscles, tendons, 
ligaments, connective tissues, skin, 
hair, hoofs, part of the bone, and in 
fact every part of the body but fat are 
made up of protein, together with 
mineral matter and -water. 


The next Important class of sub- 


stances is tho carbohydrates, which 
contain carbon, hydrogen, and oxygen, 
but no nitrogen, sulphur, or phos- 
phorus; they include starch, sugars, 
etc. These are used for practically 
the same purpose for which coal or! 
wood la used : in the steam engine, i 
namely, to furnish energy and heat, 
i 


The third Important constituent ot 


hay Is Its oils. Small quantities of 
oil are present in all kinds of hay. 
hese oils serve the came purpose a* 
he carbohydrates. A pound of thess. 
owever, will furnish two and one- 
ourth times as much energy or heat 
as the same quantity of carbohydrates, 
t can readily be seen, when the chem- 
cal anylysls of hay Is considered, why 
he price of the different grades or 
clnds of hay should depend, first, 
upon the amount of digestible nutrl- 
nts contained, and, second, upon the 
mrpose for which the hay is fed. If 
he concentrated feed—1. e., the grain 
n the ration—lacks protein, then the 
hay that Is high In this substance Is 
more valuable than one which con- 
alns little but carbohydrates, and vice 
versa. There Is quite a range In the 
amount of the different classes of 
nutrients in the various kinds of hay. 


On an average, in 100 pounds of 


alfalfa 
hay the 
digestible protein 


amounts to 10.58 pounds; in cowpea 
hay,10.79 pounds; In alslke clover hay. 
8.15 pounds; in red clover hay, 7.38 
pounds; In redtop hay, 4.80 pounds; 
and In timothy tiay, 2.89 pounds. 


In 100 pounds of redtop hay the 


digestible carbohydrates amount to 47 
pounds; In timothy hay, 43.72 pounds; 
In alslke clover hay, 41.70 pounds; 
In alfalfa hay, 37.33 pounds; in cow- 
pea hay, 38.40 pounds; :n red clover 
hay, 36.15 pounds. 


When fed for protein, timothy hay 


ranks last, but when fed for carbo- 
hydrates it stands next to redtop, 
which heads the list. If the total 
nutrients are considered there are a 
number of different kinds of hay 
which are, equal, if not superior, to 
timothy hay for feeding purposes.

A devlco shown in the cut Is a 


homemade stacker recommended by 
an Illinois farmer. He says this 
stacker -when equipped with a fork 
and an active horse, will handlo all 
tho hay six wagons can bring in. The 
ropo is fastened at tho top and bot- 
tom of a strong, slanted polo, and the 
fork hangs over the center of the 
stack. Tho wagon Is placed alongside 
the board slldeway and the fork used 
the same gs in the barn. 


If the hay Is to be stored In the 


barn, you will need a steady team 
on the wagon. The hayrack ought to 
be about 16 feet long and 10 feet 
wide. If you are a good loader, 
boards at the end and sides will not 
bo necessary. 


When you arrive at the barn with 


a load, hitch a steady horse on the end 
of tho rope attached to the hay-fork, 
set the harpoon as deeply as possible 
and the horse will draw up 300 pounds 
In a twinkling. 


When the hay has run along the 


carrier to the point whore it is to be 
dropped, pull tho whip-cord, and there 


DU arc. 
With a bright boy to handle the 


lorso on the ropo and an experienced 
man on tho load. It can bo put into 
the barn in ten minutes or less. 


Always begin at tho back end of 


tho mow. or the end farthest from 
the chute to the barn floor, because

Too many farmers milk their cowa 


from "calf to calf". In somo states 
the .-law forbids tho selling of milk 
of cows within two weeks of calving 
or five days after. This rest is none 
too Ions and In fact young heifers 
would do better If tlicy wcro given 
a longer rest before calving. 


We once heard a farmer at County 


Institute defend his practice of milk- 
Ing his cows up to tho last rnomont on 
the ground'that he worked every day 
ivnd wanted his cows to do the same. 


A woman asked him If he did not 


rest on Sundays and ho rathor shame- 
facedly replied that he worked every 
day In the week particularly during 
tho summer months. 


The object of forestry Is to discover 


and apply the principles according to 
which forests are best managed. It 
is distinct from arboriculture, which 
deals with individual trees. 


Forestry has to do with single trees 


only as they stand together on some 
largo area whoso principal crop Is 
trees, and which therefore forms part 
of a forest. Tho forest is the most 
highly organized portion ot, the veg- 
etable world. It takes its Importance 
less from tho individual trees which 
keep to form it than from tho qual- 
ities which belong to It as a whole. 


Although it Is composed of trees, 


the forest Is far more than a collec- 
tion of trees standing In one place. 
It was a population of animals and 
planta peculiar to Itself, a soil largely 
of Its own making, and a climate dif- 
ferent In many ways from that of the 
open country. Its influence upon tho 
streams alone makes farming possible 
In many regions, and everywhere it 
tends to prevent floods and droughts 
It supplies fuel, one of the first nec- 
essaries of life, and lumber the raw 
material, without which cities, rail- 
roads, and all tho great achievements 
of material progress would have been 
either long delayed or wholly impoa 
iblo. 


The forest la as beautiful a* it Is 


useful. 
The old fairy tales which 


spoko of it as a terrible 'place arc 
wronff. 
No one can really know th 


forest without feeling the gentle In 
fiueneo of one of the kindliest ant 
strongest parts of nature. From every 
point of view it Is one of the mos 


part of the seed Is always unsound,

Mrs. Poillon's adventure iu the pottery world had an 


interesting beginning. She ts a charming little French 
woman, who lives at No. 125 East Seventieth street, 
Xew York city. Some years ago she received a letter 
from France announcing the death of a relative who 
had willed certain valuable documents to her. She 
had no idea as to the contents of the documents, and 
there -was n week or more of eager waiting before the 
package of papers arrived. Then Mrs, Pottlon, looking 
anxiously through the musty sheets, discovered souie 
socret formulas for pottery glaze. 


At once she wns Inspired to try her hand at pottery. 


She was not so much inter-sted in the turning of the 
vessels, for she had no training in th.it sort of thiug. 
She engaged a -rofessional thrower and set up his 
wheel in the basement of her home. When the work 
b:ur outgrown its basement she rented the house that 
adjoined hers at the rear and carried the pottery 
through the garden fence. She. too. set up a kiln, a 
small brick affair, in the back yard. She knew noth- 
inc of the city fii'e regulations, except possibly that 
there were a few somewhere, which she thought per- 
fectly right. 


makes it difficult for the careful worker to do her own 
glazing. She must submit to the poor, uneven glaze 
of the commercial shop. 
You see it is amazingly un- 


satisfactory for the New York potter to send her work 
to Jersey to be lired. 


Mrs. Poillon had the advantage in every respect, for 


she had become a specialist iu glazes. Aud when she 
went to Jersey it was with the assurance that very 
soon she would have a complete pottery of her own. 
She went over to the pottery district herself, found a 
small worker who was v.-illing she should mix her own 
pastes and do her own firing. One of his spinners 
turned her shapes and she worked away, losing no 
time while her own small plant was under construc- 
tion. 


Mrs. Poilton always did a day's hard work herself, 


but she had plenfy of helpers. Her force of men grew 
and she begaoi to market her wares. She never tried 
to make art pottery of the- liner grades; she was fond 
of coarse ware. She made a handsome tree tub and

However, they were all band turned. She look a cer- 
tain pride iu that, making it her first fatal deviation 
from a truly commercial course. The expense of hand 
manufacture and careful glazing brought her wares 
above the regular trade in cost. She also discovered 
that she could not produce hand turned stuff by the 
gross, as the dealers prefer to buy, and that the gross 
price would never even equal her cost of manufacture. 


This is by no means the experience of one woman; it 


13 the record of every one, man or woman, who has 
tried in this country to do that kind and grade of 
work. The vnses of the Rookwood potteries have al- 
ways been of doubtful financial success. Smaller pot- 
teries have sprung into fame, lived a few years, and 
died, a failure, through that very fact. The Euro- 
pean porcelain works are successful because they are 
subsidized, and it is the people with large financial 
backing who last longest in the American field of art 
wares. 


Her Conflicting Interests. 


Mrs. Poillon had money to put Into pottery, and 


therefore it was possible for her to take some money 
out. 
She had good business ability, she undertook 


nothing expensive or elaborate, she kept, her wares 
before the public, and for a goodly number of years 
her plant was a success. But, like all people who 
have the wherewithal to play at business, she did 
not have to make her living at it. The wolf at the 
dnor is a powerful spur to genius, they say. There 
were other things beside?. Mrs. Poition was a house- 
holder, a wife and n mother, and it is a long journey 
from Woodhridge, N. J.. to East Seventieth street in 
New York, particularly when one has a family pulling 
at one end of the route and n fascinating enterprise 
at the other, each claiming the right to almost 
twenty-four hours of the day. 


The result is that the shop in Jersey is closed and 


perhaps the most successful of the women potters 
has returned to what tbe anti-suffragists would call 
her "duty in the home." In the meantime it is inter- 
esting to know that the shop is tilled with sturdy and 
attractive tree tubs that refuse to be sold at a gross 
price and cannot find a market, for themselves at a 
fair financial return. There is summed up In that 
faet the reason why the woman potter, who invari- 
ably has artistic ambitions', is usually not a financial 
success.

The only subsidized porcelain maker in this coun- 


try is Mrs. Adelaide Alsop Uoblneau, who established 
a small pottery at Syracuse eight years ago and be- 
gan a long serins of experiments which ended suc- 
cessfully so far as the quality of her work was con- 
concerned. 
For somewhat more than a year Mrs. 


Robineau has been working for the American 


Woman's League of University City, St. Louis-, 
which took this means to forward the establishment 
of an American porcelain. 


Mrs. Robineau throws her own pieces, which she 


carves, taking sometimes four or five month:, for the 
carving of one vase. She has found her clay, or body. 
In Texas after searching through every State In the 
Union. Changing and applying tbe Sevres formulas 
to suit her materials, she has arrived after diligent 
years at her present product. 
Those years were 


spent in constant work and struggle. No one realizes 
the numberless difficulties that had to be surmounted, 
for it was an alchemist feat at hand. Mrs. Robineau 
found that her body carved readily and covered her 
vases with the finest and most perfect work. Her 
glaze is applied with a small brush, and that process 
alone lakes days, sometimes more than a week. So 
she sits all day with her pots and brushes about her, 
wrapt in the infinite minutiae of her work. 


As a result of her year In the service of the American 


.Woman's League, she is showing fifteen piece? of 
porcelain at the International Exposition of Turin. 
Italy. 
Her entire exhibit Includes fifty-five pieces, 


tnnde during the eight years of what she calls bcr ap- 
prenticeship. The scarab vasc which she considers 
her best piece is one of the fifteen and her largest and 
most elaborate work. 
, 


In Detroit there Is a plain little woman, Miss V. 


Perry, who is part owner of the Pewambtc works- 
The Pewamblc company has been commercial!? suc- 
cessful, probably because it has produced tiles and 
dishes that can be marketed at a moderate price. 
Miss Perry Is not an artist of the band raadn type 
mid she docs not come into the same category with 
the individual workers in porcelain. She U running a 
pottery as a business proposition and is willing to 
accept the artistic limitations which business miccew 
Imposes. Miss Perry, moreover, has a man partner, 
which will no doubt call forth the ever ready remark, 
'and that accounts for it." 


But that docs not entirely account for the tact that 


Miss Perry herself hns unusual business ability. She 
IB ambitious to produce artistic wares and *he makes 
more than an ordinary effort to do so. itlll keeping 
within the boundary of good business. The average 
woman potter, being more artistic than commercial, 
fulls to see the necessity for that, and a* a result bat 
sbnrt lived success. 
There has sprung up within very few years In Bos- 


Ion a small enterprise known as tbe bowl shop, whlrh 
produces the Paul Revere pottery, entirely a woman's 
product. That, however, has a twofold purpose, and 
might almost be called a subsidized establishment 
It was backed by social settlement interests, and one 
oT its purposes was to furnish amusement and banJ 
training for ft group of settlement girls. 


Miss Edith Brown, who 1» the manager, had n» 


Isrgn business enterprise In mind when ahe opened 
the Bowl shop. 
It was her class of glrli and she 


taught them pottery as she had learned it in t'<e 
studios. The manufacturing phase of the work was 
of slow growth and came through the readiness of vis- 
itors to buy souvenirs. Tbe woifcers are new making 
small dishes of all kinds in a soft cream colored ware 
and decorated with quaint historically luggetttve fig- 
ures. The ware is admirable in Its use for iourenlw 
and has a sale not only In Boston but In some of the 
summer resorts along the Massachusetts coaat. 


Miss Brown's success has come within the l»st frr« 


years, just as It came to other women, but they, work- 
Ing individually, sprang into popularity and thei 
failed, usually through lack of business management 
Tholr failure In almost every case took a very plea* 
ing ware from the pathetically limited list of Ameri- 
can potteries. 


It is always the same story; the creative, iensltlv« 


woman potter rises on her artistic merit for a con- 
siderable, period of success and t»en tfnkn into ob- 
livion by the road through bankruptcy.

is apparently one of the products that demands at 
once a rare artistic quality and clear financial Judge- 
ment, and that is a death defying combination impoi- 
sible to find in one imperfect human. 


Amateurs in New York. 


There are In New York some amateurs, limited 


hand workers they might be called, who are begin- 
ning to show their ambition for a commercial venture. 
The Misses Mason, who live and make their wares at 
Xo. 126 East Twenty-fourth street, have an experi- 
mental kiln in their basement. They are by no means 
amateurs in the sense that they have done little work. 
They have exhibited annually for the handicraft as- 
sociations and have sold some of their things in the 
small art shops. Miss Elizabeth Mason is the presi- 
dent of the New York Society of Ceramic Art, acd haa 
been not only a teacher of design but a constant stu- 
dent and worker in clays. 


For some years Miss Mason has been working to 


produce a ware using lustres and gold In simple, bold 
design. She has now completed her experiments and 
is showing quaint, old fashioned color that is quite 
modern and decidedly vigorous in its treatment. This 
ware she proposes to manufacture, taking the field of 
business quite as courageously as though dozens of 
worncu had not failed therein. 


Mrs. Clarence Rice, of No. SI Irving place, New 


York, is Just this year getting hcr small shop started at 
Bedford village, in Westchester county. She Is com- 
paratively a new recruit to the potter's wheel nnd has 
plunged onto the market much more abmptly than 
her competitors. Miss Mason has been working nt 
pottery for years; she has dabbled with porcelains 
and knows every detail of faience. She Is taking Into 
the factory as the result of several years' work a ware 
of unusual merit. 


Mrs. Rice's product is still confined to the little 


green jug which the amateur adores. Her things are 
made of humble clay, while Miss Mason's product has 
mnny of the qualities of porcelain. How they will 
each succeed Is a matter for the years to decide. It 
must be that some day one of these patient worker!
